One of the most terrific bolts of 


lightning that has ever been heard 


of in this vicinity struck the large 


frame residence of E\ D. Wartinbee, 


1444 Wood street, last 
night at it 
o'clock, shaking the ground for sev­ 
eral blocks around and filling every 
house in tile vicinity with blue smoke 
and sulphur fumes. 
The lightning struck the point of 
the front gable of the house and di­ 
vided into two separate bolts, each 
descending along the inside of the 
gutters of metal to the edges of the 
roof where their courses were again 
diverted and sent into various direc- 
tions 
throughout the building. 
All 
the upper rooms are 
strewn 
withf 
splinters of wood. 
From the inside of the attic a small 
aperature can be seen 
where 
the 
lightning entered. 
One bolt then fol- 
lowed the “ valley tin" to the attic 
floor where there is a hole about nine 
inches in diameter, through which it 
passed in its downward flight, into a 
large bedroom. 
It struck the sill of 
one of the bay windows slightly char­ 
ring it. and then passed through the 
windowpane, leaving a hole about two 
feet square. 
s 
When it struck the sill the lace cur­ 
tain was set on fire. 
Miss Belle1 War* 
titihee. who is mute, was sleeping in 
this room when the bolt struck. 
She 
indicates that the bed seemd to sway 
to and fro and that she was sNvtrjewhat 
blinded by the liquid stream,* wit* WI at 
•die was not affected by the electricity 
at all, and the fact that she does not 
hear, perhaps saved her from being af­ 
fected by the noise of the bolt. 
She 
screamed and rapped upon the floor 
as soon as the bolt had struck and 
Mr. W artinbee at once rushed upstairs 
where the rooms were so full 
of 
smoke that he could hardly see and 
the stilphur fumes suffocated him. 
Several boards were torn off the 
eaves and under them, after the bolt 
had,passed through the window. Mrs. 
Wartinbee says that if Lois and her 
sister had been at home they would 
have had a very close call as the bolt 
passed within a few feet of the end of 
the bed and she says they generally 
sleep with 
their heads, nearest the 
window. 
They are at present visiting 
at Denver.

In the adjoining room. in the front 
of the residence, plaster was knocked 
off the south wall for a space of about 
three square yards. 
The other bolt which parsed to the 
north of the house must have gone 
alone the outside until it got to the 
eaves when it probably went between 
the wall, as the northwest corner of 
the house bulges out as if forced out 
by the flight of the lightning. 
The telephone wiring which 
wras 
along this corner of the house w’as 
broken and lay upon the ground wire 
in the basement had been burned off. 
A charred spot can also be seen on 
|he„ plater beneath the electric bells, 
where the lightning no doubt passed 
on the wiring.
